When ene degires to find the place of busi-
peig or residence ol A man or woman whose
aame he has heard for the first time, a City
Directory is an excellent and a convenient
thing to have nocessible.. But when one has
po such use for the article, it is generally
sonsidered o cumbersome and unsightly affair,
and 8 apt to receive no attention whatever.
Yot there is much to be gained in the way
of amusement, if not of instruction, by turn-
ing over the monotonous pages of anch
volusne. We confess to having passed the
petter portion of an entire duy in this engross-

ing oooupation; and out of consideration for
sueh of our readers as are not gifted with a

sufliciency of patience to eonble them to |
andertake the task, we present them with the |

result of our investigations.

The volume which we explored at such
reat length was the new “INrectory of Phila-
Srllrhiu," just published by Mr. James Gop-
sill, As we bhave already stated; this **Dirvec-
tory'" Is by far the most complete and ralinble
of all that have ever been published in this
eity, and is nearly one-half larger than any of
it pn-(lervsgnm. It contains 17000 double-
otlumn octavo pages, 1367 of which are de-
voted to an alphabutical list of the inhabitants
of the eity. The names of abont 164,000 dif-
ferent peérsons, together with their oconpa-
tions, places of business, and residences, are
given; and as this compriges over ope-lifth of
the entire population of the city, it is safe to
say that every family within its limits is

represented at least once.

The 201 ('Brians
are hard pressed by 143 O'Neills, in addition
to whom there are 03 who spell the name
O'Neil.

‘Fitz' is ewise a favorite patronymic
being prefixed to the names of lwululycluiumn’t
families; while there are three original and
genuine Fitzes, who contrive to get along with-
ont any superflnous cognomsen. The most
numerous branch of the Fitz family is that of
Fitzpatrick, which numbers 123, and that of
Fitegerald comes next, with 82 wmembers,
There is one double-Fitzs, who styles himsalf

future, we wonld advige the Smith fuamily
| henceforth to omit the middle letter, and

christen their eldest hoy John, and John alone,
The colored branch of the family have viewed
the matter in the proper light, as of the 9 Ame-
rican citizens of Alrican descent who are
known by the name of John Smith, only two
have a middle lettar, The entire strength of
| the colored branch of the Smith family is 78,
{ which renders Jolin Smith, colored, a very
{ little more omnipresent, in proportion, than
| John Smith, white.

The various occupations wheraby plain and
gimple John Smith gaing a livelihood, are
of interest in this connection. In thess mat-
ters he digplays such a great variety as to
prove conclusively the liberality of his tastes

cooper, dyer, plater, cigarmaker, spiuner,
stonemason, tailor, waiter, and watchman,
twice;, while solitary and alone he pursues his
task as a bookmaker, boxmaker, briocklayer,
carman, carpenter, clerk, coachman, comb-
maker, conductor, criey, orimper, cutter,
drayman, fireman, furniture dealer, gardensr,
gilder, grocer, gunsmith, mtter, hotel-keeper,
hostery dealer, hostler, lager beer vender,
liguor dealer, looking-glassmaker, machinist,
mariner, milkman, morocco dresser, packer,
peddler, physician, plasterer, plumber, porter,
produee dealer, publisher, upholsterer, and
whitewashet. In addition to this, he appears
as a gentleman of leisure in ten different
places. His son, John Bmith, Jr., follows the
peoupatiens of grocer, plater, and salesman.
Before we are done with John Smith, we
must not neglect to etate that he has recently
been highly lonored by the genial ‘“‘Mark
Twain,”” of California, whose propsr and real
name ig C. H. Webb, This rising huwmorist
lias just published a little volume entitled
“The Celebrated Jumping Frog of Calaveras
County,"" which he thus dedicates: —

“To Joux Ssiri, whom | have known in
divers and sundry places about the world, and
whose many and manifold virtues did always
copnmand my estesm, | dedicate this book, It
is #aid that the man to whom a volume is
dedicated always buys a copy. If this prove
true in the present instance, a princely afflu-
ence is about to burst upon THE AUTHOR."

If Mark had dedicated his ““Jumping Frog"
to William Smith, he wounld have had thirty-
seven more customers in Philadelphia than he
will secure according to the theory advanced
above,

We will ¢lose our review of the Smith family
by uoticing the fact that it embraces 61 widows,
9 of whom are known by the modest Christian
name of Hannah.

Rogersons, who are evidently of gimilar an-
cestry, as well as one Rodger and 72 Rodgerses,
who are debarred this high privilege by the
superfiuons “d."

WILLIAM, JOHN, ARD GBORGE

are among the most popular Chrigtian names—
William, beeanse there must be at least one
by that name in every household; John, be-
canse it is the firét name of the illustrions
Jobn Smith, spoken of above; and (ieorge, be-
cause by that title the “‘Father of his Country’’
was known.

William is the most popular of the three as
a Christian vame, and has likewite given a
surname to the 586 members of the Williams
fumily, of whom 35 are easily distingunished
from each other by the double expletiva of

William Williams. To avoid this painfal
alliteration, John is the most popular Chris-
tian name in the Williams family, which boasts
of 62 members with that title. The family is
further invreased to a grand total of 694 by
108 Willlamsons, 13 of whom vall themselves
William Williamson. It likewise enjoys many
colored connpections, there being 08 by the
name of Willlams, but only 1 by the name of
Williamsen, .

Prominent among those who have William_
for their Christian name is the oelobrated
gentleman who was “struck’ a long time
since in such violent and unprovoked fashion
that the whole civilized world has sinee made
inguniry into the matter. But should *‘the
man who struck Billy Patterson’ ever be dis-
coverad, the affair would still be surronnded
with difficulties, as there are no less than
7 idifferent and distinet persons answering
to that nawe in the city of Philadelphia
alone.

Surpassing in  ubiquity the unfortunate
William Patterson is the equally fortunate
John Anderson, who has been such a favorite
with the young girls of Scotland and other
countries, When a romantic maiden lifts up
her voice to sing ‘““Jolin Anderson, my jo,
John," she finds 43 respondents in this
locality.

The family of Adams is also ag well gup-
plied with Johns as it was in the earlier days
of the republic.  The elder President of that
name is reproduced by 58 John Adamses, and
the younger by 6 John Quincy Adamses, 4 of
the latter being colored. But John is en-
countered most frequently among the mem-
bers of the Ross family, 19 of the 91 indivi-
duals belonging to which—heing more than 20
per cent.—are distinguished from the world
and from each othier by the title of John Rosg,
As u notable instance of the popularity of
George as a Chiristian name, we mway mention
that there are but § Washiogtons in the city,
7 of whom are called George. Of the latter,
ti are colored.

Brown appears no less than 923 times, having
an African cast of countenance in 102 in-
stances, He answers fo'the name of William
in %3 cases, and to that of John in 89; and to
Thomas and James about 50 times each. In
2 places he appears as George Brown, in 13
as George W, Brown. Mr, Brown, however,
does notl seem to be long-lived, as he has left
72 widows with good Christian names, and 2
who are known simply as the Widow Brown.
Mr. Johnson responds to his name 505
times, and Mr. Johnston 153 times, so that we
can place the full strength of this important
fanily at 751, The colored branch of the |
family is quite numerous, there being 122
Johnsons, butonly 2 Johnstons (both of them

identifled with the trade; and out of the 493
Taylors, but half a score now ply the needle
and thread. There are 7 bakers among the
316 Bakers; 6 carpenters among 1238 Carpen-
ters; and 4 coopers among 204 Coopers.
